1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 2-19 

are allowable over the prior art of record for the reasons as stated applicant's amendment 
filed on October 02, 2007 that none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests 
that estimating the multi-path delays, in a signal a spatially blind antenna array 
comprising k arbitrary antenna elements for generating an impulse response h^ for each 
antenna k in the antenna array, determining a vectorized space-time impulse response / 
over the antenna array, creating a covariance matrix C, creating a fictitious array 
manifold A/, wherein A/ is spatially blind and independent^of the array characteristics, 
and resolving the covariance matrix C with the fictitious manifold A/ to thereby estimate 
the mult-path delays, independent of the array characteristics, and together with
